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SILVER DOLLAR COMING BACK 
I 


^HAT it will take two years to replace the 


silver dollars that were melted down into 


bullion and sold to England during the war, is 
a statement from the Philadelphia mint, which 
during the month of August reached the great- 
est production in its history and is cutting 
down the interest bearing debt of the United 
States $5,000,000 a month. 


A new record has been set in the coining 


of silver dollars, upon which the energies of 
the Philadelphia plant have been concentrated 
in order to replace the 350,000,000 coins of 
that denomination melted and sold to the Eng- 
lish. 
The average production during August 


has been 260,000 silver dollars a day. 


After melting the coins, the government 


was required to call in all silver certificates 
covered by them, as under the law the treas- 
ury must hold a silver dollar for each certifi- 
cate issued. To cover the loss in currency, 
short term certificates of indebtedness bear- 
ing two per cent interest were issued. 
The 


dollars now being coined permit the issuance 
of new silver certificates, which are being used 
in calling in the certificates of indebtedness. 


Disappearance of the silver dollar from 


the channels of trade and banking for several 
years has been a source of wonderment to 
many peisons, but there was never any great 
clamor of protesc as a result of the cumber- 
some coins being withdrawn. Taper money is 
much more desirable, but since new coins are 
being minted, the supply will in time get back 
to normal. 


Altho the Philadelphia plant is turning out 


as much as the government's two other mints, 
Denver and San Francisco combined, it will re- 
quire two years to replace the coins that arc 
melted down.

NEED OF REFORESTATION

S men of today who have attained and 


passed middle life or are well on the 


journey toward the sunset of their existence, 
note the denuded condition of the landscape 
where not so many years ago great trees gtcw 
and flourished, they are reminded that this 
country 
is deliberately failing, refusing 
and 


neglecting to adopt a policy thai will assure to 
future generations a plentiful supply of one of 
the most needful things—wood. 


Year in and year out the leveling of for- 


ests 
continues. The^ disappearing trees Im- 


press the need of reforestation. For every 
monarch of the forest that is felled, a seedling 
should be planted. Hundreds and thousands 
of miles of highways thruout the United States 
are bare of trees along the roadside. A won- 
derful opportunity is offered for lawmakers to 
do something worthwhile, by enacting laws 
that will compel the planting of trees—fruit 
and nut trees preferable, along the roadsides. 


The walnut, the hickorynut and other 


species of trees should be planted. Fruit trees 
too would assist in providing shade along sun- 
ny ways, would help feed the world with their 
yearly production and when their days of 
fruitbearing are done, would still further bo 
used in affording firewood. 


When the world awakens in earnest to the 


need of planting at least one tree for each 
giant felled, then only will a menace to future 
generations be eliminated. 


Planting of groves of walnut trees should 


be encouraged. They are easily started, the 
trees grow rapidly and bear early.

PEACE AT LAST! 


A 


LTHO 
active hostilities between 
the 


United States and Germany ceased on 


thex western front in France nearly three years 
ago, formal signing of peace and opening the 
way for resumption of diplomatic relations 
was not accomplished until a few days ago. 


While the getting of Germany's signature 


to a treaty of peace is hailed by the adminis- 
tration press as a great victory for President 
Harding and Secretary of State Charles Evans- 
Hughes, in reality it is not. In one breath the 
partisan press assures that the treaty shuns 
the league, while in the next it admits that it 
embodies all the rights granted the United 
States at Versailles. 


The only difference is that it contains in 


substance all the Senator Lodge reservations' 
to the Versailles treaty, adopted by the Sen- 
ate. But, be that as it may, it makes little or 
no difference now. The big thing is that a 
partisan wall that was elected more than two 
years ago has finally broken down by sheer 
exigency. 


What the United States has paid in the 


loss of foreign trade for the privilege of mak- 
ing a "separate peace," is such a staggering 
price that business is appalled. In fact, the 
best economists of the country are agreed that, 
thru America's procrastination, its strange at- 
titude and the suspicion its stand lent to the 
diplomats of other countries, that fully 30 
years' time will be required for this country 
to reestablish its foreign trade relations on 
somewhere near a pre-war basis. 


Ratification of the treaty when congress 


reconvenes is assured, for the very good rea- 
son that it is an administration act and the 
national congress is sufficiently strong Repub- 
lican to override any objection that may be 
raised by the minority party or the irreconcil- 
ables of the G. 0. P. To all intents and pur- 
poses we are at peace with Germany. Tho 
long delayed, unnecessarily so, peace is wel- 
come.

erly made or fitted plates

Bloodgood declares that in carefully 
taken histoiies of cases of cancer of 
the tongue there is scarcely a rec- 
ord of an individual uho has not 


received aniplo warning in the form 
of some definite local lesion of the 
tongue •which has been present for 
months ,and usually ve^rs, before 
the development of the cancer. 


yhe importance ol know ins that 


such conditions lead -to cancer of 
tho lonsue lies in the 
Interesting 


fact tiiat the 
only effective 
treat- 


ment for cancer, operation, 
permanent cure if applied in th* 
early stage in over Ctf per cent of 
the cases; whereas it, applied only' 
after the cancer has reached an ad- 
vanced stage, lesa than SO per cent 
of cures are obtained. This ia much 
the same story as in cancer in other 
situations—procrastination is fatal 
The postponement of radical tun", 
ical treatment operative'removal ot" 
the degenerated structure—even for 
a week longer than is 
absolutely 
necessary amounts to flirting with 
death." 


Good dentistry must be given due 


credit as a definite preventattve ot 
cancer of the tongue. It is true 
economy, after all, to have the best 
dentist, not the cheapest. But the 
deplorable habit of 'keeping broken 
or carious teeth or stumps or defec- 
tive denatures -in the mouth merely 
because they seem to cause no seri- 
ous present t trouble, is obviously a 
dangerous habit It is a strange thing 
that so many people who pretend to 
be clean, self 
respecting 
citizens, 


frequently harbor these conditions in 
their mouths rather than seek good 
dental services—and >• these people 
wonder why they develop so called 
"rheumatism," "stomach 
trouble" 


and all kinds 
of .systemic results" 


of their septic mouth conditions. 


The most 
common warning of 


tongue cancer. Dr. Bloodgood finds 
is the condition known as leukop^ 
lakia, 
single 
or 
multiple white 


patches or diffuse white patches on 
the 
tongue 
or elsewhere in the 


mouth. When such patches are pres- 
ent, the use 
of tobacco 
must be 


stopped at once and never resumed 
The teeth must be put in the most 
hvjriemc possible state by the dentist 
and kept so by frequent visits to the 
denfst It may take four years for 
the leukoplakia to disappear. 


The second most common warn- 


ing is an irritated spot 
adjoining 


lagged dirty teeth. The same treat- 
ment is required. 


Dr. Bloodgood holds that local 


treatment of leukoplakia or o! the 
irritated spot opposite ragged teeth 
by X-ray, radium or caustics of any 
kind is unwise. The cause should be 
removed first—the defective teeth, 
the irritation of tobacco. Then, if the 
condition does not improve steadily, 
tuoro surgical excision including a 
good margin oi' healthy tissue, is 
the treatment which 
has 
proved 


most effective.
